In  Testimony  Whereof,  We  have  caused  these 
Our  Letters  to  he  made  Patent,  and  the  Public 
Seal  of  the  said  Province  to  be  hereunto  alRxed: 


WHEREAS  by  the  Extradition  Acts  of  1870  and 
1873,  it  was  .among.st  other  things  enacted, 
that  wliei’e  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  any 
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foreign  Slate  with  re^;poct  to  the  surrender  to  siicli 
State  of  any  fugitive  criminals,  Her  Majesty  may,  by 
Order  in  Council,  direct  that  tlic  said  Acts  sliall  aj>ply 
in  the  case  of  such  foreign  State;  and  that  ICr 
Majesty  maj'^,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent  Order, 
limit  the  operation  of  the  Order,  and  restrict  the  same 
to  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being 
in  the  part  of  Her  Majesty’s  dominions  speeilied  in 
the  Order,  and  render  the  operation  thereof  subject  to 
such  conditions,  exceptions,  and  qualifications  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient: 

And  whereas  a Treatj'  was  concluded  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  ot  Jlarch,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-four,  between  Her  Majesty  and  the  Swiss 
Confederation,  for  the  Mutual  Extradition  of  Fugitive 
Criminals,  w'hich  Treaty  is  in  the  terms  following: — 

“ Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  Swiss  Confedera- 
tion, having  judged'  it  ox])edieiit,  with  a view  to  the 
better  administration  of  justice  and  to  the  prevention 
of  crime  within  their  respective  territories  and  juris- 
dictions, that  persons  charged  with,  or  convicted  of, 
the  crimes  hereinafter  enumerated,  and  being  fugi- 
tives from  justice,  should,  under  certain  circumstan- 
ces, be  reciprocall3-  delivered  up,  have  named  as  their 
Plenipotentiaries  to  conclude  a Treaty  for  this  pur- 
pose, that  is  to  .say: 

“ Her  ^Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Alfred  Guthrie  Graham 
Bonar,  Esquire,  Her  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary  to  the  Swiss  Confederation  ; 

“And  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Swiss  Confede- 
ration, Josepli  Martin  Knusel,  Member  of  the  Swiss 
Federal  Council; 

“Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following 
Articles : — 

ARTICLE  I, 

“The  High  Contracting  Parties  engage  to  deliver 
up  to  each  other  those  persons  who,  being  accused  or 
convicted  of  a crime  committed  in  the  territory  of  the 
one  Party,  shall  be  found  within  the  territory  of  the 
other  Party  under  the  circumstances  and  conditions 
stated  in  the  present  Treaty. 

• ARTICLE  II, 

“The  crimes  for  which  the  extradition  is  to  be 
granted  are  the  following: — 

“ 1.  Murder  (including  infanticide)  and  attempt  to 
murder. 

“2.  Manslaughter. 

“3.  Counterfeiting  or  altering  moneyj  uttering  or 
bringing  into  circulation  counterfeit  or  altered 
money. 

“4.  Forgery,  or  counterfeiting,  or  altering,  or  ut- 
tering what  is  forged,  or  counterfeited,  or 
altered ; comprehending  the  crimes  designated 
in  the  Penal  Codes  of  either  State  as  counter- 
feiting or  falsification  of  paper  money,  bank- 
notes, or  other  securities,  forgery  or  other 
falsification  of  other  public  or  private  docu- 
ments, likewise  the  uttering  or  bringing  into 
circulation,  or  wilfully  using  such  counter- 
feited, forged,  or  falsified  papers. 

“5.  Embezzlement  or  larceny. 

“6.  Obtaining  money  or  goods  by  false  pretences. 

“7.  Crimes  against  bankruptcy  law, 

“8.  Fraud  committed  by  a bailee,  banker,  agent, 
factor,  trustee,  or  director,  or  member  or  public 
officer  of  any  Company  made  criminal  by  any 
law  for  the  time  being  in  force. 

“9.  Rape, 

“10.  Abduction  of  minors. 

“11.  Child  stealing  or  kidnapping. 

“12.  False  imprisonment. 

“13.  Burglary,  or  housebreaking,  with  criminal 
intent. 

“14.  Arson, 

“15,  Robbery  with  violence. 

“16.  Threats  by  letter  or  otherwise  with  intent  to 
extort. 

“17.  Perjury  or  subornation  of  perjury. 

“18.  Malicious  injury  to  property,  if  the  offence  be 
indictable. 

“The  extradition  is  also  to  take  place  for  partici- 
pation in  any  of  the  aforesaid  crimes,  as  an  accessory 
before  or  after  the  fact. 

ARTICLE  HI. 

“No  Swiss  shall  be  delivered  up  by  Switzerland  to 
the  Government  of  the  United  Kingdom;  and  no 
subject  of  the  United  Kingdom  shall  be  delivered  up 
by  the  Government  thereof  to  Switzerland. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

“The  extradition  shall  not  take  jdace  if  the  per.son 
claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the 
Swiss  Government,  has  already  been  tried  and  dis- 
charged or  punished,  or  is  still  under  trial,  in  one  of 
the  Swiss  Cantons  or  in  the  United  Kingdom  respec- 
tivcl3’,  for  the  crime  for  which  his  extradition  is 
demanded. 

“ If  the  ))crson  claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  if  the  person  claimed 
on  the  part  of  the  Swiss  Government,  should  be  under 
examination,  or  have  been  condemned  for  any  other 
crime,  in  one  of  the  Swiss  Cantons  or  in  the  United 
Kingdom  respectively,  his  extradition  may  be  deferred 
until  he  shall  have  been  set  at  liberty  in  due  course  of 
law. 

“In  case  such  individual  should  bo  proceeded 
against  or  detained  in  the  country  in  which  he  has 
taken  refuge,  on  account  of  obligations  contracted 
towards  private  individuals,  his  extradition  shall, 
nevertheless,  take  place;  the  injured  party  retaining 
bis  right  to  prosecute  his  claims  before  the  competent 
authority. 

ARTICLE  V, 

“ The  extradition  shall  not  lake  place  if,  subse- 
quently to  the  commission  of  the  crime,  or  the  insti- 
tution of  the  penal  prosecution,  or  Ihe  conviction 
thereon,  exemption  from  prosecution  or  punishment 
has  been  acquired  by  lapse  of  time,  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  State  applied  to. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

“ If  the  individual  claimed  by  one  of  the  two  Con- 
tracting Parties  in  pursuance  of  the  present  Treaty 
should  be  also  claimed  by  one  or  several  other  Powers, 
on  account  of  other  crimes  committed  upon  their  re- 
spective territories,  his  surrender  shall  be  granted  to 
that  State  whose  demand  is  earliest  in  date ; unless 
any  other  arrangement  should  be  made  between  the 
Governments  which  have  claimed  him,  either  on  ac- 
count of  the  gravity  of  the  crimes  committed,  or  for 
any  other  reason.  ' 

ARTICLE  VII. 

“A  fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  if 
the  offence  in  respect  of  which  his  surrender  Is  de- 
m>inded  is  one  of  a political  character,  or  is  connected 
with  a crime  of  that  nature,  or  if  he  prove  that  the 
requisition  for  his  sureender  has,  in  fact,  been  made 
with  a view  to  try  and  punish  him  for  an  offence  of  a 
political  character. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

“A  person  surrendered  can  in  no  case  be  kept  in 
prison,  or  be  brought  to  trial  in  the  State  to  which 
the  surrender  has  been  made,  for  any  other  crime,  or 
on  account  of  any  other  matters  than  those  for  which 
the  extradition  shall  have  taken  place. 

“ This  stipulation  does  not  apply  to  crimes  com- 
mitted after  the  extradition. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

“The  requisition  for  extradition  must  always  be 
made  by  the  way  of  diplomacy,  and  to  wit,  in  Swit- 
zerland by  the  British  Minister  to  the  President  of 
the  Con  Federation,  and  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  the 
Secretary  of  .State  for  Foreign  Affairs  by  the  Consul- 
General  of  Switzerland,  who,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Treaty,  is  hereb3'  recognised  by  Her  Majesty  as  a 
Diplomatic  Representative  of  Switzerland. 

“ The  requisition  for  the  extradition  of  an  accused 
person  must  be  accompanied  by  a warrant  of  arrest 
issued  by  the  competent  authority  of  the  State  requir- 
ing the  extradition,  and  by  such  evidence  as,  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  place  where  the  accused  is  found, 
would  justify  his  arrest  if  the  crime  had  been  com- 
mitted there. 

“If  the  requisition  relates  to  a person  already  con- 
victed, it  must  be  accompanied  by  the  sentence  of 
condemnation  passed  against  the  convicted  person  by 
the  competent  Court  of  the  State  that  makes  the  re- 
quisition for  extradition. 

“ A requisition  for  extradition  cannot  be  founded 
on  sentences  passed  in  contumaciam. 

ARTICLE  X. 

“ A fugitive  criminal  may,  however,  be  apprehen- 
ded under  a warrant  issued  by  any  police  magistrate, 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  other  competent  authority,  in 
either  country,  on  such  information  or  complaint, 
together  with  such  evidence  or  after  such  judicial 
proceedings  as  would  in  the  opinion  of  the  officer 
issuing  the  warrant  justify  its  issue,  if  the  crime  had 
been  committed  in  that  part  of  the  dominions  of  the 
two  Contracting  Parties  in  which  he  exercises  juris- 
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diction.  Provided,  liowover,  tlmt  in  tlio  United 
Kingdom  llio  accused  sliall  in  such  case  be  seiil  as 
speedily  aa  possible  before  a ])olice  magistrate  in  Lon- 
don. 8iicb  re(iuisition  may  be  mad(!  by  means  of  the 
post  or  by  tclegrapb. 

“ The  accused  sball,  boweverj  be  discbargi'd  if, 
witbin  sucb  reasonable  time  as,  with  reference  to  the 
circnrnslance.s  of  the  case,  Ibe  ]>olico  magistrate  may 
fix,  the  requisition  sball  not  have  betm  made  accord- 
ing to  the  stii)ulaiions  contained  in  Article  IX. 

AirnCLK  XI. 

“ The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  before  the 
expiration  of  liftecn  day*  from  the  ai)])reliension,  and 
then  only  if  the  evidence  be  found  sutlicicnt,  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to,  either  to  justify 
the  committal  of  the  prisoner  for  trial  in  case  the 
crime  had  been  committed  in  the  territory  of  the  said 
Stutc,  or  to  preve  that  the  prisoner  is  the  identical 
person  convicted  b3’  the  Courts  of  the  State  which 
makes  the  requisition. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

“ In  the  examinations  which  they  have  to  make  in 
accoidance  with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  au- 
thorities of  the  State  applied  to  shall  admit  as  entirely 
valid  evidence  the  sworn  depositions  or  statement  of 
witnesses  taken  in  the  other  State,  or  co]5ios  thereof, 
and  likewise  the  warrants  and  sentences  issued  there- 
in, provided  such  documents  arc  signed  or  certitied 
by  a Judge,  Magistrate,  or  OfFieer  of  such  State,  and 
are  authenticated  bj' the  oath  of  some  witness,  or  b^' 
being  sealed  with  the  official  seal  of  a British  Secre- 
tary of  State,  or  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Swiss  Con- 
federation. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

“ If  sufficient  evidence  for  the  extradition  be  not 
produced  within  two  months  from  the  date  of  the 
apprehension  of  the  fugitive,  he  shall  be  set  at  liberty. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

“All  articles  seized,  which  were  in  the  possession 
of  the  person  to  be  surrendered  at  the  time  of  his  ap- 
prehension, shall,  if  the  competent  authority  of  Stale 
applied  to  for  the  extradition  has  ordered  the  deliveiy 
thereof,  be  given  up  when  the  extradition  takes  jdace, 
and  the  said  deliveiy  shall  extend  not  merely  to  the 
stolen  articles,  but  to  eveiything  that  may  serve  as  a 
pioof  of  the  crime. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

“The  Contracting  Parties  renounce  anj-  claim  for 
the  reimbursement  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  them 
in  the  arrest  and  maintenance  of  the  person  to  be 
surrendered,  and  his  conveyance  to  the  frontiers  of 
the  State  from  which  he  is  required  ; they  recii^rocally 
agree  to  bear  such  expenses  themselves. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

“The  stipmlations  of  the  jiresent  Treaty  shall  be 
applicable  to  tbe  Colonies  and  foreign  Possessions  of 
Her  Briiannic  Majesty. 

“The  requisition  for  the  arrest  and  surrender  of  a 
fugitive  criminal  who  has  taken  refuge  in  any  of  such 
Colonies  or  foreign  Possc.-sions  shall  be  made  through 
the  Swiss-Consul-Gcneral  in  London  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  who  shall  proceed  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  present  Treaty 
and  the  laws  of  the  land. 

‘ Her  Britannic  ISIajesty  shall,  however,  be  at 
liberty  to  make  special  arrangements  in  the  British 
Colonies  and  foreign  Possessions  for  the  surrender  of 
such  individuals  as  shall  have  committed  in  Switzer- 
land any  of  the  crimes  hcreinaforc  mentioned,  who 
may  take  refuge  xvithin  such  Colonies  and  foreign 
Possessions,  on  the  basis,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  of  the 
provisions  of  the  present  Treaty. 

“The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a fugitive 
criminal  from  any  Colony  or  foreign  Possession  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules 
laid  down  in  the  preceding  Articles  of  the  present 
Treaty. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

“ The  present  Treaty  shall  come  into  force  ten  days 
after  its  publication  in  conformity  with  the  forms 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  High  Contracting  Par- 
ties It  may  be  terminated  by  either  of  the  High 
Contracting  Parties,  but  shall  remain  in  force  for  six 
monlh.s  after  notice  has  been  given  for  its  termination. 

“ The  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratification 
shall  be  exchanged  at  Berne  in  four  weeks,  or  sooner 
if  possible. 

“In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipotenti- 
aries have  signed  the  same,  and  have  affixed  thereto 
the  seal  of  their  arms.

“ The  nndersigned  Pleniiiotentiaries  of  Her  Majesty 
the  Qaeen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  and  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Swiss 
Confederation,  having  met  in  Conf  rence.  have  taken 
into  their  consideration  the  following  subject;  — 

“They  have  directed  their  attenti  n to  the  fact  that 
the  second  paragrapli  of  the  IGth  Article  of  the  Tieaty, 
which  stipulates  that  the  requisition  for  the  arrest  of 
a fugitive  criminal  who  has  taken  refuge  in  any  of 
the  Colonies  or  foreign  I’ossessions  of  Her  Biitannic 
Majesty  shall  be  made  through  the  Swiss  Consul- 
General  in  London  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Foreign  Affaiis.  was  not  in  accoidance  with  the  law 
of  England,  and  they  have  consequently  resolved  to 
declare  that  the  second  paragraph  of  that  Article 
beginning — 

“ ‘ The  requisition  for  the  arrest,’  and  concluding 
with,  • and  the  laws  of  the  land,’  shall  be  null  and 
void,  and  in  lieu  theieof  the  following  words  shall  be 
substituted : 

“‘The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a fugitive

He  will,  however,  be  at  liberty 
either  to  consent  to  the  extradition  or  report  the  case 
to  his  Government  ’ 

“ The  other  provisions  of  Article  XVI  remain  in 
force  as  they  have  been  agreed  upon  in  tbe  Treaty. 

“This  Protocol  shall  be  i egarded  and  acted  upon 
as  forming  part  of  the  Treat3’  in  question 

“ In  witness  whereof  the  undersigned  have  signed 
this  Protocol,  and  have  hereunto  affixed  their  seals. 

“ Done  in  duplic.ate.  at  Berne,  the  lw’enl3--eighth 
day  of  November,  in  the  3’ear  of  Grace,  one  Thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sevent3’-four.

And  whereas  the  ratification.?  of  the  said  Treaty 
and  Protocol  w'ere  exchanged  at  Berne  on  the  thirt3'- 
fust  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  bundled 
and  seventy-four : 

And  whereas  under  and  b3'  viitue  of  the  powers  in 
and  by  the  17th  Article  of  the  said  Treat3'  reserved 
and  contained,  ti  e Swiss  Confederation  did  on  the 
twent3'-second  da3'  of  December,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sevent3’-seven,  give  notice  to  Her  Ma-

“The  Swiss  Federal  Council  having  1)3' a note  of 
the  22nd  December,  1877,  denounced  the  Extradition 
Treaty  of  the  31st  March,  1874,  which  exists  between 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and
